BEVKMJK KECMEIPTS. 


It u announced that the revenue re- 


ceipts for the month of march will fall 
over $200,000 below the expenditures. 
The excess over receipts for the nine 
months of tbe curient fiscal year is 
$36,000,000, and it is believed this 
amount will be increased $5,000,000 in 
April. The internal revenue receipts 
have fallen below the expectations of 
the Treasury Department, but if the in- 
come tax is sustained by the Supreme 
Court it is thought it will increase the 
revenue materially iu the next three 
months. 


The receipts from duties on imports 


have shown a fair increase in the last 
twelve months. In July, 1894, they 
amounted to $8,427,000, but iu August 
they increased to about $12,000,000 and 
in September to $15,664,990. 
In the 


last three months of 1894 there was a 
decrease of about $4,000,000, but in 
January, 1895, there was an increase, 
the receipts being $17,000,000. 
Only 


twice, however, since May, 1894, have 
receipts from all sources equalled the 
expenditures, and these exceptions to 
the general rule were in May and 
August of 1894. 


If the Supreme Court decides the in- 


come tax law constitutional the Treas- 
ury officials say the receipts from this 
time on will exceed the expenditure!), 
but if the Court decides the Act uucou- 
Htitutionu! it is surmised that an extra 
session of Congress will be called to 
provide revenue for the support of the 
Government.

Bees were being smoked out near the 


barn. 
The flre was neglected and 


caught in a manure heap and communi- 
cated with the barn. The wind was 
blowing a stiff breeze from the north- 
west and the barn and an adjacent hay 
fctack were soon in flames. A window 
n the upper story of the dwelling 
louse was raised and brands from the 
mruing barn were blown in through 
;he open window and set flre to the 
carpet. Fortunately this was discov- 
ered in time and was extinguished be- 
fore any damage was done. There was 
no water in the irrigating ditches und 
;he well waa not sufficient to supply 
;he engine. Water was turned in a 
ditch but it took thirty minutes or 
more to get to the premise* and by 
that time the barn was in ruins and 
the hay stack burned. The firemen 
turned a stream on the flre and pre- 
vented it from spreading. 


The barn was a large frame building 


which cost a thousand dollars or more. 
It contained farming implements of 
various kinds, several tons of bay and 
potatoes, a bnggy, farm wagon, harness 
and many other articles. The loss is 
estimated at $2,500, including a hay- 
stack containing about one hundred 
tons. So far as could be learned the 
property was not insured and the loss 
Calls heavily on Mr. Newmarker.

WATER LEVEL IN THE LAKES. 


ngi'noers, aa a matter of course. 


Professor G. Frederick Wright of 


Oberlin college, TV ho has perhaps made a 
more careful study of tbe geology and 
:cography of tbe lake region than any 
<ther man in tbe United States, does 
tot agree with tbe Chicago engineers, 
lowever. Professor Wright shows that 
he quantity of water required to be 
unied into the drainage canal when it 
s first opened will be equal to about 6 
jer cent of the quantity that now flows 
iver Niagara. When the population of 
Chicago reaches 3,000,000, the law an- 
ler which the canal was constructed 
provides that the quantity of water 
lassing through it shall be doubled, 
"hat means that at least 10 per cent as 
much water as now passes over Niagara 
will be diveited from the lakes to the 
Mississippi. Major Rnffner of the corps 


engineers of the United States army 


jstimatea that when tbe drainage oanal 
s hist opened the result will be to lower 
he level of Lakes Michigan, Hurou and 
Srie and the connecting rivers at least 
time inches, and that when the canal is 
ipernted to its fall capacity the fall in 
ho water level will be 18 inches. This, 
'rolessor Wright says, may have but 
ittlo effect in the rainy season, bntdur- 
ug tho late summer and autumn he is 
ertniu that it will seriously interfere 
with navigation. He declares that the 
osscl owners and all who are interested 
11 the commerce of the lakes should 
ejlizo the danger and do all they can 
o avert it As a preventive measure he 
ugyests that a dam be constructed 
,oios9 tho lower end of Lake Superior 
t the "Soo," which will raise the level 
f that lake two feet and store enough 
v.ntor dnnag the rainy season to supply 
ho lower lakes during the late summer 
nd fall 
Professor Wright says that the level 


f tho lakes is such that if the continent 
were to dip 50 feet to the west all the 
water which now goes over Niagara 
vould flow over Illinois and into the 
Mississippi, and if the dip were 100 feet 
;o the north tho water of the lakes 
would go through Lake Nipissing mot 
he Ottawa river, and the Niagara 
wotild become dry 


Certainly his suggestions are worthy 


l.o attention of lake men and vessel 
owners, and an investigation should be 
itarted to determine what the actual 
iffect of the opening of tbe Chicago ca- 
nal will be. Chicago ought not to be 
deprived of this means of disposing of 
ts sewage, but if there is any way of 
prevent:™ snch a serious interference 
with the navigation of the lower lakes 


is threatened action should be taKen 


at onoo to avert it.—Cleveland Leader.

the Presidential bee in his bonnet, has 
been interviewed on the political situ- 
ation. He gays he is ready to support 
Reed, McKinley or any other good Ke- 
publit tiu. He is not particular as to 
the man or his principles providing be 
is a good Republican. Regarding tbe 
financial question ho says. 


The currency issue will cut a larger 
figure in the platforms than in the 
actual results of the campaign, liust- 
ern people are mainly wage-earners; 
Western people are producers. The 
Easterner believes that free silver coin- 
age will give him only half pay for )\is 
labor, while hid wages will bay only 
half as maoL as before. The Westerner 
hopes, on the same basis, to get twice 
as much for his wheat or corn, and yet 
expects to buy things on the same ratio 
as at present 


The political bosses are now devoting 


their attention to the Eastern work- 
man. 
If they can make him believe 


that he ii being robbed of half his 
wages, when he is paid in standard 
dollars, they will secure his aid in the 
campaign and bis vote on election day. 
He is not supposed to know that a 
standard dollar is a legal tendei for all 
debts and that it will bay as much of 
the products of the West us a gold dol- 
lar. If he can be taught to be as sel- 
fish as the goldbng he will not care for 
the producers of the West or what they 
receive for their products. Mr. Depew 
will not take the pains to tell him, and 
the subsidized papers which he reads 
will not inform him, that if the West- 
ern producer cannot get more than tbe 
cost of production for hia wheat or 
corn be will have no money to purchase 
what the Eastern workman manu- 
factures 
He is, if possible, to be kept 


lit ignorance of the fact that if the 
farmer receives only half a dollar a 
day foi his labor Eastern factories 
cannot find a market for their products 
in the West. 


For a change m the conversation Mr. 


expressed himself on the sub- 


ject of railroad passe?. He said he had 
heard mora nonsense on that question 
than he imagined could be fabricated. 
He gave many passes, not half of which 
were ever used, and he knows a case 
where apasa. judiciously given, rescued 
H man from environments of total de- 
pravity and placed him where he uow 
has a fair chance to become President 
of the United States. Who this man 
is, whether it be Reed or McKinley, or 
some other Republican, who he is pre- 
pared to vote for, Mr. Depew does not 
say. It will be observed, however, that 
his idea ot the railroad pass, and its 
influence in shaping legislation, is en- 
tirely different from that which pre- 
vails in Nevada and California. He

to tbe Commissioners that it costs 
about three times as much for freight 
from points east of the Missouri river 
to Nevada as it does to Sacramento, 160 
miles west of the State line. Are tbe 
people who privately complain of this 
unjust discrimination afraid to make 
their grievances public by calling the 
attention of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to the matter f Do they 
submit to the injustice through fear 
that the rates will be increased rather 
than reduced ? If individuals dread 
the octopt; i let tbe citizens generally 
petition the Board- of Commissioners 
to exteis 1 inder seal of tbe Board an 
invitatioii to the Interstate Commerce 
Commit ion to spend a day in Beno 
and ascei Lain the truth of the charges 
that the railroad company discrimin- 
ates against Nevada shippers. Prove 
to the Commission that tbe transporta- 
tion charges on a carload of merchan- 
dise from Chicago to Beno are two and 
a half or three times as much as are 
charged for similar freight to points 
from 150 to 300 miles farther west over 
tbe same line, and if the Commission 
does not then afford relief surmises as 
to the cause will then be in order.
